Our 
awards  banquet  should  also  be  a aeaorable  event,  characterized  by  an  array  of  fine  food,  fine  drink, 
and  an  outstanding  list  of  nuaisaatic  awards.  The  Frank  Gasparro  and  Gilroy  Roberts  awards  should 
be  the  nuaisaatic  highlights  of  our  convention  banquet.  If  the  nuaisaatic  conventioneer  wants  a 
change  of  pace,  he  can  partake  in  the  facilities  offered  at  the  Aaericana  Host  Fara  Resort  that  include 
badainton,  basketball,  handball,  tennis,  golf,  and  aany  other  recreational  activities.  Bus  tours 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Dutch  country  and  the  Reading  factory  outlets  will  be  provided  for  through  the 
services  of  Gray  Transportation  Lines.

Eileen  Kelly  and  Chet  Trzcinski  on  the  new 
journal.  They  were  applauded  for  their  efforts. 

All  paperwork  for  the  non-profit  status  has 
been  filed.  The  report  on  the  progress  of 
the  Eighth  Annual  PAN  Convention  was  given. 

Giff  Kelly  and  Paul  Haleaan  are  the  show  co-chair- 
■en.  Ne  have  nine  paid  dealers  to  date.  The 

exhibit  area  at  the  Americana  Host  Farm  Resort 
is  excellent.  Booths  instead  of  the  usual

tables  will  be  used  for  dealers.  Security 

■ay  be  gotten  through  the  Americana  or  private 
■ ay  be  contracted.  An  auction  will  be  held 
as  part  of  the  show  if  the  firm  . of  McLaughlin 
6 Robinson  is  available.  Richard  Cross  will 

handle  the  auction.  The  tentative  date  for 

the  auction  is  Friday  night  October  10.  An 
awards  banquet  will  be  held  Saturday  night 
October  11  at  the  Americana.  Paul  Haleaan 
will  find  out  details.  A district  meeting 
of  the  EAC  (Early  American  Coppers)  will  be 
held  in  conjunction  with  the  show  if  it  can 

be  arranged.  Giff  Kelly  will  handle  that  project. 
Paul  Haleaan  will  arrange  for  all  local  advertis- 
ing and  Giff  Kelly  will  do  the  national  advertis- 
ing* 

There  is  still  no  vice-president  for  the  Central 
Region.  Nominations  for  the  1987  presidency 
of  PAN  were  Bade  froa  the  South  Central  Region. 
John  Eshbach  was  noainated  and  unanimously 
received.  All  atate  clubs  were  urged  to  show 
their  interest  in  participating  in  the  1989 
ANA  Convention  to  be  held  in  Pittsburgh. 

In  regard  to  the  awards  presented  by  PAN,  John 
Eshbach  suggested  that  they  be  awarded  only 
when  deserved,  not  as  an  annual  event.  Thiw 
was  unanimously  approved  by  members  in  attendance. 
John  Eshbach  recommended  a trip  to  the  ANA 
Museum  in  Colorado  Springs.  Giff  Kelly  recom- 
mended a visit  to  the  St.  Gaudens  exhibit  at 
the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  by  Hay  11.

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NY  FORTY  YEARS  OF  NUNISNATIC  ADVENTURES 
by  Raymond  Rennick 

"y  Initial  Years  Of  Coin  Collecting 

It  is  ay  pleasure  to  share  with  you  a feu  of 
■y  nuaisaatic  adventures  of  the  past  forty 
years.  In  1945,  at  age  13,  I started  to  collect 
coins  uhen  I uas  in  the  boy  scouts.  Back  then, 
there  were  only  a feu  coin  publications. 

The  Nuaisaatist  uas  available,  but  as  a saall 
boy,  I thought  of  the  ANA  as  a "big  boys"  organi- 
zation. Today  the  ANA  and  aany  coin  clubs 
have  done  auch  to  encourage  junior  collectors. 

In  ay  early  days  of  collecting,  aost  every 
collector  uas  a "Hole  Filler",  aeaning  collecting 
series  sets,  such  as  Lincoln  cents,  buffalo 
nickels,  Jefferson  nickels,  etc.  Nost  collectors 
also  started  a set  of  Indian  cents  and  Liberty 
nickels,  but  aost  had  to  be  bought.  Quarters, 
half  dollars  and  silver  dollars  represented 
a high  face  value  investaent  to  be  put  auay, 
therefore,  the  junior  collector  did  not  have 
the  cash  to  tie  up. 

The  popular  Mhitaan  blue  coin  holders  uere 
a aust  for  the  beginning  series  collector. 


Kith  auch  patience  and  a source  of  a lot  of 
change  to  look  through,  aost  series  sets  of 
current  design  coins  froa  1 cent  to  50  cents 
could  be  coapleted  froa  circulation.  The  scarcer 
lou  aintage  coins  could  be  bought  for  a feu 
dollars  over  face  value.  Since  1960,  series 
collecting  of  coins  had  alaost  becoae  a thing 
of  the  past.  A nice  Type  Set  in  proof  or  uncircu- 
lated condition  is  aore  popular  and  desirable 
today.  Hint  aarks  have  also  becoae  less  iaportant. 

«y  First  Big  Noney  Naking  Adventure 

Ny  f irst  big  aoney  Baking  adventure  uith  coins 
uas  in  1947  uhen  I sent  50  cents  to  B.  Nax 
Hehl  for  his  buyers  guide  to  riches.  He  uas 
uilling  to  pay  3,5,10,  cents  and  as  auch  as 
$1.00  for  the  extra  coins  I took  out  of  circula- 
tion. This  uas  really  exciting;  houever,  I 
uas  not  auare  of  grading,  but  I did  have  the 

dates  that  he  uanted. 

I packaged  up  about  $2.81  in  face  value  for 
uhich  I expected  to  receive  about  $15.00. 
I uaited  anxiously,  day  by  day,  to  receive 
ay  big  check  in  the  Bail.  The  day  finally 

caae  and  I received  the  auch  uanted  letter 
froa  Nr.  B.  Nax  Nehl  of  Texas.  Not  finding 
a check,  I read  the  enclosed  letter:  "Dear 

Nr.  Rennick,  the  coins  that  you  have  subaitted 
to  us  for  appraisal  are  only  uorth  face  value. 
If  you  uill  please  send  91  cents  for  return 
postage,  ue  uill  send  the  coins  back  to  you." 
So  it  cost  ae  91  cents  to  recover  ay  $2.81, 

plus,  I uas  out  the  original  shipping  costs. 

Froa  that  experience,  I decided  to  collect 
for  fun. 

Joining  Hy  First  Club/Naking  Nuaisaatic  Friends 

As  I aentioned  earlier,  there  uere  only  a feu 
sources  to  buy,  trade,  or  sell  coins  prior 

to  the  1950's.  They  included  the  ANA  publication, 
the  Nuaisaatic  Scrap  Book,  and  price  lists 

froa  coin  coapanies.  I feel  that  the  first 
big  boost  for  the  average  collector  uas  the 
initial  publication  of  "Nuaisaatic  Neus"  in 
1952.  It  uas  a paper  designed  for  buying, 

selling,  and  trading  for  the  beginner  as  uell 
as  the  advanced  collector.  I reaeaber  placing 
a trade  ad  in  the  Nuaisaatic  Neus  in  1954. 
I uanted  to  trade  Barber  coins,  soaetiaes  referred 
to  as  Norgan  head  coins.  As  a result  of  this 
trade  ad,  a Nr.  Ray  Lyle  froa  a local  area 
toun,  contacted  ae  to  join  their  coin  club 
in  Oakaont,  Pa.  It  uas  ay  first  exposure  to 
a coin  club  ataosphere.  There  uere  only  about 
10  active  aeabers,  but  it  uas  great  fellouship. 
Often  tiaes  ue  brought  snacks  and  Bade  a party 
out  of  the  aeeting.  Coin  aeetings  should  be 
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fun  and  a joy  to  attend. 

I can  still  reaeaber  soae  of  the  popular  raffle 
prizes  of  the  tiaes,  such  as:  US  $1.00  gold 

pieces  which  could  be  bought  for  $6  to  $12; 
1931-s  cents  for  $1.50;  and  1950  nickels  costing 
$5.00.  The  latter  was  artificially  over-priced 
for  its  rarity  and  for  its  tiae.  Now  after 

30  years,  the  1950-d  nickel  can  still  be  bought 
for  $5.00,  but  look  at  the  value  of  the  gold 

pieces. 

Also  as  a result  of  this  trade  ad,  a kind  old 
gentleaan  naaed  Gay  Staaell  froa  Taapa,  Florida, 
answered  ay  ad.  He  traded  only  a few  coins, 
but  aost  of  all,  auch  friendship.  He  exchanged 
Christaas  cards  for  years,  and  on  ay  faaily 
vacation  trips  to  Florida,  I always  stopped 
to  say  hello. 

Hhat  I would  like  to  show  by  these  exaaples, 
is  that  the  friends  I have  collected  through 

nuaisaatics,  have  becoae  aore  valuable  than 
the  aaterial  things  that  I have  acguired  over 

the  years.  After  40  years  of  collecting,  aany 
of  the  coins  and  paper  aoney  are  direct  reainders 
of  the  people  I have  aet,  the  good  tiaes  at 
coin  aeetings,  and  traveling  to  coin  shows 
in  various  cities. 

Starting  A Coin  Club 

Two  years  later  in  March  1956,  the  Allegheny-Kiski 
Valley  Nuaisaatic  Society  was  organized  and 
I becaae  a charter  aeaber.  After  27  years 
of  service  in  the  coin  club,  I received  the 
honor  of  becoaing  an  Honary  Life  Meaber.  In 
June  1984,  the  local  staap  and  coin  club  aerged 
as  the  Allegheny-Kiski  Valley  Coin  and  Staap 
Club.  Both  had  been  aeeting  at  the  saae  location. 
I received  the  honor  of  becoaing  its  first 
president  for  two  years.  Now  I aa  learning 
that  staaps  are  coapatable  with  coin  for  exhibit 
purposes.  I aa  also  continuing  to  aake  new 
friends. 

The  Investaent  Boob  Years  1955-1964 

In  1955  the  San  Francisco  aint  shut  down  and 

the  popular  S-aint  coin  aay  never  be  ainted 
again.  This  started  the  roll  collecting  booa. 

At  the  end  of  1955,  even  I bought  rolls  of 

1955-S  cents  and  diaes  (only  denoainations 

ainted)  to  get  rich  on  in  future  years  to  coae. 

They  are  still  in  the  bank  after  30  years. 
I often  wonder  why  I keep  thea. 

This  roll  collecting  craze  carried  over  into 
August  1964.  Over-investaent  in  rolls  broke 
the  .general  aarket.  The  big  investaent  craze 
said,  "Don't  collect  just  one  piece;  put  a 


whole  roll  away  for  your  children's  education 
or  your  retireaent".  Dealers  were  even  bringing 
$50  sacks  of  cents  and  $200  sacks  of  nickels 

to  coin  shows  to  sell.  Probably  the  only  sack 
buyers  to  aake  any  real  aoney  were  the  initial 

investors  who  purchased  1960-P  saall  date  cents. 
They  were  first  sold  at  the  March,  1960,  coin 

show  in  Coluabus,  Ohio.  At  the  release  of 

the  new  i960  cents,  no  one  was  aware  that  two 
different  size  date  dies  would  be  used  in  1960. 
A couple  of  aonths  later  it  was  discovered 
that  cents  at  both  Philadelphia  and  Denver 

were  being  ainted  with  a larger  date  die  variety. 
The  "D"  aint  cent  becaae  scarce  but  not  as 
scarce  as  the  "P"  cent  rolls.  The  1960  "P" 

cent  roll  which  once  sold  for  $300  a roll  are, 

now  priced  at  $100  a roll,  with  no  deaand. 

Several  selected  nickel  rolls  were  Bade  artifi- 
cially scarce  to  coaaand  a high  preaiua.  In 
March,  1964,  I reaeaber  a dealer  friend  of 

aine  paid  $1000  for  a roll  of  Unc.  1950-D  nickels. 
He  had  thea  for  sale  at  the  next  show  for  $1200. 
It  was  the  key  coin  needed  to  coaplete  a set 

of  Jefferson  nickels.  Today,  20  years  later, 
they  can  be  found  for  $200  a roll,  with  few 

takers. 

I also  reaeaber  that  in  1963  I found  ayself 
falling  into  this  investaent  pot  hole  when 
I bought  a roll  of  Unc.  1958-P  nickels  for 
$30  because  that  was  the  thing  to  do.  They 
were  said  to  be  scarce,  "artificially  scarce" 
that  is,  for  a 5 year  old  coin. 

Changing  Coin  Collecting  Pattern 

I started  to  change  ay  collecting  pattern  when 
I realized  that,  when  I had  bought  a coin  that 
I had  longed  to  own,  there  was  an  exciteaent 
in  adding  it  to  ay  collection.  I was  also 
proud  to  show  it  off  to  ay  fellow  collectors, 
which  created  a joy  and  friendship.  I thought: 
"Hhy  would  I want  to  show  any  one  a roll  of 
1958-P  nickels?".  It  was  then  that  I Bade 
a aajor  decision  to  accept  soae  good  advise 
that  I gave  ayself  back  in  1955.  That  was 
"Collect  50*  for  fun  and  50*  for  investaent" 
and  hope  that  soae  good  investaents  could  further 
finance  aore  fun  iteas.  Balanced  collecting 
habits  are  a aust  for  happy,  healthy  collecting. 

New  Coin  Club  Booa/The  Exciting  1960's 

Investors  and  investing  are  necessary  for  a 
balanced  hobby.  In  fact,  in  the  early  1960's, 
the  spirit  of  investing  was  a big  boost  to 
the  hobby.  Coin  clubs  were  springing  up  in 
every  sizeable  city,  even  within  schools  and 
other  institutions.  Hith  as  few  as  six  col- 
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lectors,  coin  clubs  Mere  born.  Many  collectors 
joined  at  least  four  coin  clubs  and  traveled 
reasonable  driving  distances  to  attend  a coin 
■eeting  each  ueek  instead  of  once  a Month. 
Often  tiMes,  4 or  5 MeMbers  Mould  car  pool 
for  a Meeting  out  of  toun.  This  added  to  addi- 
tional nuMisMatic  fellouship.  This  just  reMinded 
Me  of  joining  the  McKeesport,  Pa  coin  club 
in  1959.  After  the  Meeting,  as  Many  as  10 
to  15  MeMbers  Mould  go  to  a little  restaurant 
after  the  Meeting.  It  often  Meant  not  getting 

hoMe  until  1:00  a.M.,  but  the  additional  chatting 
about  coins  Mas  Morth  it.  I can't  Mention 

McKeesport  Mithout  thinking  about  Jack  Kelley 
and  his  uife  Lucie.  Jack  had  been  president 

there  for  over  20  years  uhen  he  died.  In  his 
MeMory,  P.A.N.  presents  a Jack  Kelley  auard 
each  year  for  nuMisMatics  achieveMents.  I 
Must  also  Mention  that  I joined  the  Pittsburgh 

NuMisMatic  society  in  1957.  The  1958  coin 
shoM  held  at  Webster  Hall  and  sponsored  by 

PNS  and  Penn-Ohio  Mas  one  of  the  area's  greatest. 
The  Main  exhibit  attraction  uas  McDerMott's 
1913  Liberty  Head  Nickel.  While  on  the  subject 
of  joining  coin  clubs,  I also  joined  the  Ford 
City  coin  club  in  1961.  As  I said  before, 
coin  clubs  Mere  groMing  fast  in  the  1960's. 
I never  had  tiMe  to  join  a great  coin  club 
in  Greensburg,  houever,  I did  visit  there. 
Many  dealers  joined  all  the  clubs  they  could. 
This  Mas  an  excellent  May  to  buy,  sell  and 

trade  their  stock.  Many  Meetings  Mere  like 

Mini-shoMS. 

Another  big  boost  for  the  hobby  Mas  the  introduc- 
tion of  a neu  coin  publication  naMed  "Coin 
World".  It  Mas  initially  introduced  at  the 

March  1960  Penn-Ohio  Coin  Shou  at  ColuMbus, 

Ohio.  I signed  up  there  as  a charter  subscriber 
and  have  been  a continuous  subscriber  and  reader 
for  over  25  years.  I still  have  issue  #1. 

The  Bursting  Of  The  InvestMent  Bubble 

Unfortunate  to  Many  of  us,  an  earthquake  hit 
the  hobby  in  1964.  Many  investMents  roads 
Ment  into  pot  holes,  bridges  fell  doun,  and 
Many  neu  highuays  stayed  unfinished  until  1971, 
uhen  neu  interest  and  construction  began. 

In  the  Mean  tiMe,  during  these  "7  years  of 
recession"  caused  by  the  investMent  Mirror 
breaking.  Many  investMents  becaMe  uorth  only 
25X-75X  of  their  original  value.  The  roll 

collector  Mas  often  happy  to  recover  the  face 
value  of  his  pot  of  gold.  Many  unc.  rolls 
Mere  put  into  circulation.  Only  the  silver 
roll  investors  Made  out  later  due  to  the  big 
increase  in  the  price  of  silver  in  1978,  1979, 
and  early  1980. 


The  Cooling-Off  Period 

Houever,  all  Mas  not  bad  in  the  cooling-off 
period  in  our  hobby  betueen  1971  and  1979. 
During  this  period,  good  historic  and  interesting 
collectales  faired  uell.  Collecting  for  fun 
Mon  out  again.  In  the  long  run,  I found  that 
iteMS  collected  for  fun  usually  prove  to  be 
the  greatest  investMents  in  the  end.  They 
are  not  subjected  to  the  eMotions  of  up  and 
doun  suings  in  any  hobby.  If  you  collect  uith 
both  fun  and  investMent  in  one,  then  you  can 
enjoy  the  Material  and  also  hope  to  have  a 
good  investMent  in  due  tiMe. 

When  coin  investing  is  doun,  attendance  at 
coin  clubs  and  coin  shous  drop  to  half  the 
good  tiMes  nuMber.  It  is  the  true  collector 
that  keeps  the  hobby  running  during  slou  tiMes. 
Houever,  doun  Market  periods  are  excellent 
tiues  for  base  building  a collection  and  to 
pick  up  the  feu  Manted  pieces  at  Much  louer 
prices  then  the  booM  year  prices.  This  is 
uhen  the  buyer  is  king  instead  of  the  seller. 
It  is  also  a tiMe  uhen  you  tend  to  collect 
More  for  fun  instead  of  investing. 

Re-Neued  Interest  Ahead 

I have  noted  that  the  investMent  period  uas 
froM  1955  to  1964  (9  years).  Then  froM  1964 
to  1971,  (7  years),  uas  an  adjustuent  period 

for  prices  vs.  deuand.  The  period  from  1971 
to  1980,  (9  years),  uas  a reneued  interest 

and  investMent  period.  The  general  Market 
cycle  has  been  doun  for  about  6 years  since 
1980;  houever,  a coueback  has  been  evident 
in  1985.  Specialized  collecting  like  National 
Bank  notes,  coMMeMorati ve  halves,  CW  tokens, 
and  seldoM  seen  Material  aluays  fairs  uell 
due  to  their  scarcity.  I believe  that  nou, 
(1986),  is  a good  tiMe  to  both  invest  and  continue 
to  collect  for  fun.  I still  believe  in  a 50-50 
balance  in  collecting  for  fun  and  investing. 
This  is  a good,  happy,  and  healthy  collecting 
habit.  An  unhappy  collector  (More  so  an  investor) 
is  a social  drag  in  nuMisMatic  circles. 

There  May  be  another  year  or  tuo  of  base  building 
uith  regard  to  dealer's  inventory.  Dealers 
can  only  buy  neu  stock  uhen  they  can  sell  current 
stock.  Selling  stiMulates  buying.  Houever 
it's  aluays  suart  to  buy  only  uhat  you  uant 
to  oun  because  often  you  have  to  keep  it  longer 
than  you  uant  to. 

The  changing  uorld  prices  of  precious  Metals, 
Mainly  gold  and  silver,  has  directly  affected 
the  buying  and  selling  acativity  of  the  hobby. 
Collectors  tend  to  increase  their  purchases 
as  the  value  of  iteMS  in  their  collection  or 
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inventory  increases  in  value.  It  is  also  evident 
that  buying  devreases  in  a falling  or  dormant 
■arket.  It's  more  fun  to  buy  aore  when  you 

are  winning,  then  to  keep  losing  on  the  more 
you  buy. 

I have  also  observed,  that  during  a fast  aarket 
of  auch  general  buying  and  selling  activity, 
the  cash  flow  in  your  pocket  increases  as  econoai- 
cal  laws  prevail.  Also  note  that  "as  cash 
flow  increases,  coaaon  sense  decreases".  He 
often  buy  foolishly  when  our  pockets  are  full. 
Even  our  eyesight  becoaes  lax.  When  money 

is  tight,  we  see  better  and  think  wiser. 

An  up  market,  or  shall  we  say,  an  acative  aarket 
generally  weans  good  times.  However  it  can 
often  be  the  formation  of  a black  cloud  that 
can  rain  on  you  in  the  future.  This  is  a period 
when  dealers  often  get  in  trouble  by  borrowing 
aoney  to  purchase  new  stock  for  the  future 

booa  aarket.  He  all  know  what  can  happen  when 
money  has  to  be  paid  back.  It  can  take  up 
to  5 years  to  get  your  house  in  order. 

I aa  not  trying  to  make  this  an  investment 

column.  Hhat  I aa  trying  to  point  out  is  — 
that  as  a collector,  if  you  buy  for  fun,  the 
profit  will  take  care  of  itself  and,  I repeat, 
if  you  like  to  invest,  a 50-50  plan  is  a happy- 
healthy  way  to  collect.

COINS  OF  THE  UNTOUCHABLES  By  Dick  Gaetano 


What  are  coins  of  the  untouchables? 

These  are  coins  (tokens,  script,  6 paper  money) 
used  by  the  people  in  the  various  leper  colonies 
throughout  the  world. 

Where  were  these  colonies? 

Below  is  a list  of  known  colonies  (that  had 
■oney).  Culion  in  the  Phillippine  Islands, 
Palo  Seco  in  Panama,  Columbia  (3  colonies) 
in  South  America,  several  in  Venezuela  (Narecarbo) 
Santa  Tereza  in  Brazil.  The  following  places 
■ay  have  had  colonies  (and  aoney)  but  I have 
never  seen  thei.  Palestine,  Hawaii  (Nalokai), 
Guaa,  Japan,  Costa  Rica,  and  Thailand. 

Why  special  aoney  for  lepers? 

Because  until  recent  tiaes,  it  was  believed 
that  leprosy  was  highly  contagious  and  health 
authorities  felt  these  coins  should  not  find 
their  way  back  to  the  general  public.  If  it 

was  Bade  and  Barked  for  a leper  colony,  it 

would  only  be  used  there  and  hopefully  not 

find  its  way  to  "civilization".  Recently, 

it  has  been  established  that  leprosy  is  only 
■ildly  contagious  and  very  little  chance  of 
contracting  the  disease  froa  coins. 

What  is  leprosy? 

Leprosy  is  a disease  (Hansen's  disease)  that 

goes  back  to  Bible  days.  The  U.S.  has  only 

one  "leprosariua"  in  the  continental  U.S.  at 

Carville,  LA.  They  have  about  350  long  tera 

patients  and  another  2000  outpatients.  Leprosy 

is  generally  found  in  Southeast  Asia,  Central 
and  South  Aaerica,  Africa  and  India.  According 

to  the  World  Health  Organization,  the  disease 
afflicts  perhaps  11  Billion  persons.  Leprosy 

is  caused  by  a bacteriua,  Hycobacteriua  leprae, 
that  was  first  identified  by  Dr.  G.  Araauer 

Hansen  of  Norway  in  1874.  Even  today,  it's 

a aystery  how  the  disease  is  transmitted. 


Why  some  get  it  and  others  don't  is  unknown. 
The  disease  attacks  the  nerves  in  the  outer 
parts  of  the  body — the  hands,  the  feet,  the 

nose,  the  eyes  which  are  several  degrees  cooler 

than  the  rest  of  the  body.  A person  with 

Hansen's  disease  can  put  his  hand  on  a hot 
stove  and  not  feel  the  pain. 

What  colony  has  had  the  aost  publicity? 


Nalokai,  the  fifth  largest  of  the  Hawaiian 
Islands,  had  been  well  known  because  of  Father 
Daaien  who  devoted  his  life  to  the  colony. 

He  died  at  age  49  after  16  years  at  the  colony 
and  4 years  hiaself  a sufferer.  For  more 
information  on  Father  Daaien  read  "Holy  Han: 
Father  Daaien  of  Nalokai"  by  Gavan  Davis 
University  of  Hawaii  Press  1984. 

Where  can  I find  a list  of  leper  colony  coins? 


The  Krause — "Hishler  Standard  Catalog  of  World 
Coins"  list  Columbia  (14  issues)  Brazil  (5 
issues)  Panaaa  (6  issues)  Philippine  Islands 
(18  issues).  The  Venezuela  issues  are  listed 
in  a South  American  book  "Venezuela"  by  Thoaas 
Stahr . 

What  colony  had  the  aost  coins? 

Culion,  one  of  the  7000  Philippine  Islands 

had  18  issues  between  1913  and  1930.  The 
colony  was  established  in  Hay  of  1906.  The 
coins  froa  (1913-1920)  were  made  of  aluainua 
(a  relatively  new  coinage  aetal)  by  Frank 
and  Company  of  Hanila.  The  1920  (second  issues) 
were  struck  at  the  newly  re-opened  Hanila 
■int  as  were  all  later  issues.  One  change 
(1922)  was  replacing  the  aluainua  with  copper 
nickel  because  of  the  deteriorating  condition 
due  to  cliaatic  conditions.  The  last  issue 
of  1930  had  the  legend"Leper  Colony  and  Stations" 
so  it  could  be  used  in  the  San  Lazaro  Hospital 
in  Hanila.  Hintage  figures  are  as  low  as 

ieces  struck.
